Passport Number H 414252 was issued to Dayton on 
Hay 4f 1967 by the USDS, Los Angeles Passport Agency. On 
the passport application, dated Uay 2, 1967 at Los Angeles, 
California, Dayton stated that he planned to depart at the 
port of San Francisco on approximately August 31, 1967, by 
air, to visit the United Kingdom, France, Belgium, Holland, 
Denmark, Norway, Sweden, Germany, Switzerland, Italy and 
Spain. He stated that he intended staying abroad for one 
year to work as a professor in Denmark. 

According to a notice published in the Federal 
Register on Uarch 16, 1367, the above passport is valid for 
three years* travel to all countries except Cuba, Mainland 
China, North Korea and North Vietnam.

Puri^ant to Hr, ‘ Nichols * memorandiaa -to Mr. Tolson 
dated May 9, 1951, there is being set out below a sumcary 
of pertinent information in Bureau files relating to the 
captioned organization.

Kr.“ Nichols' memorandum stated that Don Connors 
of the KcCarran Committee had requested brief background ^ 

information on V/orld Tourists, particularly arything regard- 
ing actual espionage or propaganda activities and any case ' 
of public record involving a conviction. 

SCOPE OF SEARCH: X 

Material set forth in this memorandum is based 
on a review of '^ain files only. There are approximately 
300 "see" references which were not revievied. 

BU REAU IK^TIGATIOa : 

Tourists, Inc., was Conspicuously involved 
in the case entitled "Philip Raymond, et al; Enlistments 
for Spain" which concerned the reciiiiting in the U.S. of 
men to fight in the Loyalist Army of Spain in 1937-3S* This 
case provoked considerable unfavorable publicity for the 
Bureau, emanating from sources sympathetic to the Loyalist 
cause. Indictments returned against l6 individuals in 
Febiruary, 1940, in Detroit were dismissed the same month .t 
on motion of the Assistant Attorney General. V.TI was not 
indicted., (54-603) 

World Tourists, Inc., and its companion organization, 
United States Shipping and Service Corporation were the 
subjects of a Registration Act, Espiona/e - R investigation 
vdiicb was opened by New York in 1941 and completed iji 1943. 
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' No proseouTiion v/as instituted. On September 30, ' 

194^, the Department vras asked \diether additional inve^igation 
was required. No ansv/er has been received. (6l-632S)^ 

World Tourist Inc., Los Angeles, California, is 
the subject of a pending Registration Act investigation opened 
—in January 1951, -which indicates -that _this_con:pany_ possibly _ 
was a branch of the New York Company for a short time but is 
presently operating under the name Round the World Tourist, 
the oririnal Los Angeles company having been sold. Thus far 
no Indication of espionage activity has been reported nor has 
it been established v;hat connection, if any, has existed 
betv.'een the Los Angeles and New York corporations. (97-3030) „ 



Following is a summary of all pertinent information 
on V/orld Tourists, Inc., and U.S. Shipping and Service Cor- 
poration. Hereinafter these two organizations will be designated 
respectively as WTI and USSSC, 

CORPORATE ORGANIZATION. CONTRACTS AND P£RSGifl!SL 

V/orld Tourists. Incorporated 

World Tourists, Inc., a New York corporation, was 
chartered on June 10, 1927. As of October, 1940, the officers 
were: 

President. Joseph Brodsky, attorney . Brodsky was 
also Secretary of International Publishers Company, Inc., ' 
which was described in a report of the House Committee on - - • 

Un-American Activities dated January 3, 1940, as an "official 
publishing house of the Communist Party in the United States" 
and a mediiun through \fhich "extensive Soviet propaganda is 
subsidized in the United States." The Guide to Subversive 
Orgeuiitations and Publications, released by the HCUA on March 
3, 1951, states that according to the Congressional Record 
for September 24, 1942, former Attorney General Francis Biddle

Secretary. Jacob M. Golos. Golos was a known . \ 

Soviet intelligence agent lor a number of years before^ his ^ . 
death which occurred on Novenber 23, 1943* (6I-632S-I2, p. 6,7) 

" Records of the bank vrfiere V/TI carried its account * 

shov/ed that in 1941, John H. Golos o\flied 100 per cent of V.TI. 
Alexander Trachtenberg was formerly connected vfith this organ- 
ization but resigned in early 1940. In 1941, V/TI v/as acting 
as New York representative of USSSC in handling the sending of 
packages to Russia. All funds co3J.ected in the course of 
business were turned over, under their license, to USSSC. 

Golos had made the statement that he had had no direct dealings 
with Russia since March, 1940, and had, therefore, allowed to"* 
lapse, his registration v/ith the State Department as an a^'.ent 
of a foreign principal. (P. F. Bubendey, Assistant Manager, 

5th Avenue and 20th St. Branch, Com Exchange Bank and Trust 
Co., NYC; 61-6326-10, page 17) 

As of Aujiust 1, 1944, the following v;ere officers of 
V/TI: President - vacant. Vice President - Major John H. Reynolds, 
Secretary - Elizabeth Bentley. 

The company was then e ngaged in selling steamship 
tickets and travel service in the V/estern Heniisphere, and its 
principal activity was in handling oackages for shipment to 
the USSR. (Dun and Bradstreet; 6I-632B-I9) 

, On August 2o, 1947, V/TI filed a statement v.'ith the 
Foreign Agents Registration Section 01 the Department of Justice. 
The only officer named in this statement vjss Louis Berdansky,

In the early part of 1941, John H. Reynolds made

The USSSC discontinued its contract with Intourist, 
effective October 31» 19i|.6, and was succeeded by the Mahler

In the latter part of 1914-6, Antorg negotiated in behalf of 
Intourlst, for contracts between the latter and several other 
companies including WTI whereby these several companies would 
receive parcels for shipment to the USSR. These contracts 
provided that Intourist was to have exclusive control over 
all advertising done bv such companies with respect to their 
parcel business.

John Hazard Reynolds was born in the United States 
October 13, 1686, According to Elizabeth Bentley, his father 
was a judge of the New York Supxreme Court and the Reynoldses - 
are an old Long Island, New York, family. Reynolds began 
working in the financial district of New York City as a young 
man and eventually became a member of the New York Stock 
Exchange. After serving in the U. S. Army during World V/ar I, 
he married Grace Pleischmann, whose father was the owner of the 
FleischinanA Yeast Corporation. Reynolds inherited a substaiitial 
fortune from his grandmother in 1930, Later he became associated 
with the Chase National Bank and in 193^ t'^ade a trip to Russia 
to study financial matters there. 
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He returned to the United States after a visit of abou^two 
months and submitted his report to the bank which it considered 
woi*thless for its purposes. His contacts in Russia seemed to 
have made quite an impression on Reynolds. Shortly thereafter, 
^he retired from active business and so remained until January, 
1941, when he became “interested in the USSSC.^ 

According to Bentley, Reynolds, as of January, 

1941, was a good friend of Lemuel Harris, a prominent Commu- 
nist Party functionary in New York City, vrtiom he had known since 
boyhood. Reynolds has privately admitted being a Marxist and 
having made substantial contributions of money to various Commu- 
nist Party enterprises. He has known Theodore Bayer for a 
number of years and has contributed funds to Bayer* s publication, 
"Soviet Russia Today", which was cited as a Communist front 
by the House Committee on Un-American Activities. Reynolds 
has also kno.vn and given financial assistance to Herbert 
Goldfrank, who was associated vrf.th "New Masses", described 
by the House Committee on Un-American Activities as a "nationally 
circulated journal of the Communist Party," According to 
Bentley, Reynolds has not been a member of the Communist 
Party. (61-6323-62)

In November, 1944, information was received that 
wn had registered with the State Department on April 26, 1940, 
as an agent of a foreign principal, nailing as principals, 23 
forei^ and domestic steamship companies.

The isSSC submitted a registration statement to 
the Secretary of State on March 25, 1941, sho'iri.ng as its 
principal, the USSR travel company. Intourist, Moscow, Russia. 
On April §, 1941, the State Department returned this stateraent 
and advised the law firm representing USSSC that it v:as not 
necessary to register. 

As of November, 1944, records of the Foreign 
Agents Registration Section of the Department of Justice

The Washington "Times Herald" for March 24, 1949, 
contained the fifteenth of a series of articles by Robert n..

This article deals vlth the espionage actiyities 
of Elizabeth Bentley under the supervision of Jacob Golos, 
President of vm, which is described as a travel bureau set 
up with Communist funds. The article states that bTI served 
as a clearing house for the traffic between this country and 

Russia of a-number- of Red: agents, .some of them_traveling under 

false passports— as in the case of Gerhart Eisler. (6I-632E-A) 

On June 9, 1949, Louis 3udenz, former managing 
editor of the "Daily V/orker" and ex-Comniunist Party official, 
testified before the Sub- committee on Immigration and Natural- 
ization of the Judiciary Committee, U.S. Senate, Slst Congress.. 

Budenz stated that Jacob Golos while head of the Control Com- 
mission of the Communist Party (time not stated) was directing 
espionage through ^orld Tourists. (Report of above hearings; 

62-SS217-21, p. 234) 

The New York "Joumal-Americiui" for February 1, 

1950, reported that when Elizabeth Bentley appeared before 
' the House Un-American Activities Committee she \fas asked 
whether she felt any remorse concerning her traitorous days. 

She stated that "Communism is almost a religion, and it gets 
you so strongly that you take orders blindly." Continuing, 
the article stated that she sickened of the cause after the 
death of Jacob Golos, head of the Communist-backed i/orld 
Tourists, Incorporated, "a travel agency v;hich v/as a front 
of faked passport v-ork, including the spurious credentials 
on v-hich Gerhardt Eisler once traveled in and out of the 
United States." (6I-632S-A) 

On May 4, 1949, the nTI filed a supplemental 
f registration statement with the Department of Justice showing 
; that Nathan E. Sokoloff had been employed as a director, 
f vice-president, secretary and assistant manager.

At the most, tee could make copies of the material aid index the names 
far possible future reference in such investigations as those involving 
the Soviet use of records of birth (Savrob) or some related type of 
investigation.

On 11/14/58, and a^ain on ll/llVSS, this nattciv 
was discussed with Hr. ASHLEY J. KICH0L\^, former Chief,- 
Fraud Section, Passport Office, Bepartmont of State. Mr, 
NICHOLAS stated that the 11 cash ledger hooks (Photostats) 
which MANDEL had are Photostats of docunents obtained 
by the Bepartmext of State in the Fall of 1939. NICHOLAS

We further fully recognize that 
the greatest threat to American democracy comes from the racist and right wing 
forces in coalition with the most reactionary sections of the economic power 
structure, using the tool of anti- communism to divide and destroy the unified ^ 
struggle of the working people. As young people in the forces stmggling for 
democracy, we shall actively strive to defeat these reactionary and neo- 
fascist elements and to'achieve complete freedom and .democracy for all 
Americans, thus enabling each individual to freely choose and build the society 
he would wish to live in. Through these struggles we feel the American people 
will realize the viability of the socialist alternatives. 

The constitution further states that this new organization shall 
be a membership organization open to individuals or if five or more people so 
desire, a chapter can be formed which shall in turn be guided by the policies 
and principles of the parent organization.

The May 2 Committee is headed by RUSSELL STETLER, JR. , Chairman, a 
student at Haverford College, Haverford, Pennsylvania. He is also Chairman of 
the Student Committee to Send Medical Aid to the Front of National Liberation of 
South Vietnam (Viet Cong). LEVI LAUB of the Progressive Labor Movement (PLM) and-. ... 
PETER CAMEJO of the Young Socialist Alliance (YSA) are coordinators. Headquarter^ 
are located at 3^5 Founders Hall, Haverford College. 


The May 2 Committee provides speakers on Vietnam as well as a ' propaganda 
film made by the Front of National Liberation of South Vietnam. The Committee 
has also circulated a. petition stating "Believing that we should not be asked to 
fight against the people of Vietnam we herewith state our refusal to do so." 

The "National Guardian", issue of April 25, 1964, carried this petition 
signed by RUSSELL STETLER, LEVI LAUB, and many other members of the Kay 2 Committee. 


The ‘•Militant", New York, New York, issue of Kay 11, 1964, revealed 
that a demonstration was held in New York City, May 2, 1964, and among the groups 
supporting it were the YSA, PLM, and Socialist Workers Party (SWP). 


The "National Guardian", issue of May 9, 1964, stated the May 2 
Committee would continue to campaign against the war in Vietnam after the May 2 
demonstration.

District of New York (SDNY), on November 22, 1929.

Boulevard, Queens, Now York, 


Morris Pasternak was born on March 30 # 1896, 
at Belezenlco, Russia. He entered the United States 
on December 7, 1906, at New York, New York, and was 
naturalized a citizen of the United States in the 
Supreme Court of Nev; York on April 3# 1917, receiving 
Certificate of Naturalization Niunber 761252. He is 
currently retired having formerly been employed for 
a number of years as a lathe operator by the Liquido- 
meter Corporation, i|.l-03 36 th Street, Queens, New York,

June term 1923 » Alle^cny County, Pennsylvania, 
indicated that Morris Pasternak was arrested on 
August 28, 1923 1 charged With sedition and an attempt 
to incite the violent overthrow of the Governments 
of Pennsylvania and the United States, 

A third source v4\o has furnished reliable 
information in the last advised in October, 19kSi> 
that Morris Pasternak was active in Communism for 
many years, attended the Lenin School in Moscovr, 
Russia, from 1930 to 1932, and that oh his return 
to the United States, he worked in the State Office 
as a "leader". 

This soxirce regarded Morris Pasternak as 
"vicious and unscrupulous in his Commxjnist work". 

The third source also advised that Morris 
Pasternak was in charge of a CP Training School in 
1939. . '
